It was said that the aged Mrs. Kim- 


mel had reached the conclusion that 
the man was not her son, but later she 
declared she wished still more time In 
which to come to a conclusion Above 
all, she wished to consult 
with her 


daughter, Mrs. Ada Bonsiett of Chica- 
go, who was the plaintiff in the suit 
at St Louis to 
recover 
the 
large 


amount of insurance on her brother's 
life."It is said that "Kimmel," on his 
visit to the old home, did not recog- 
nize the family portraits on the wall, 
among which was the portrait oi G< 
Kimmel. He said he desired time to 
think the matter over. 
"This matter of memory is a strange 


thing," said Kimmel. 
"No two per- 


sons see the same thing in the same 
way; no two memories run on parallel 
lines and the incident^' that impiess 
one person do not impress another. 


"Two people might BO to Niagara 


Falls and gaze upon that great won- 
der of the world and each in desciibing 
it afterward would show by their de- 
scriptions that he had seen the great 
falls trom an entirely different angle 
or view point."

eyes to change. 
"George Kimmel's eyes were brown; 


this man's eyes are a light blue. I 
will stake my reputation, I will stake 
my lite that this man is not Kimmel."

THE AIR 


Aviator Could Not Stand 


Taunts of Crowd and 


Ascends 


ENGINE WORKING BADLY 


Stopped in Midair and Gasoline 


Tank Exploded — Thousands 


Witness the Tragedy. 


Troy, O., Sept. 23 — Forced into the 


air by the jeers of thousands 
who 


called him coward at the Miami coun- 
ty fair grounds here late this after- 
noon, Frank H. Miller, a Toledo avia- 
tor was killed when his Strobel aer- 
oplane turned turtle, 200 feet above 
the earth, and his body was almost 
incinerated when the explosion of the 
gasoline tank wrapped it in flames. 
Thousands of terrified 
spectators 


witnessed the tragedy. 


Miller, who was 
engaged by the 


fair management to make two flights 
daily, this week, did 
not want to 


make his second ascent because he 
said his engine was working badly. 
Hoots and catcalls and cries of co.w- 
ard greeted the announcement, and 
as the aeronaut delayed his ascent 
the crowds became threatening. 


Finally, just at twilight, 
Miller 


shot into the air. The first part of 
the flight was the most beautiful of 
the week's series, and the jeers of 
the throng turned to cheers. 
But 


these were not for long. The aviator 
had circled the race track and was 
just starting on a spiral glide into 
a neighboring cornfield, when it was 
seen that something was wrong. The 
birdman could he seen frantically try- 
ing to get his machine under control, 
rwii-eH"«*e*t'Cleienly»-'fehe '-whirling— of 
tie 


propellers ceased. 
The craft' then 


fell like a shot, fully 50 feet, when a 
tiny blue tlame was discovered on. 
the engine. 
An instant later a re- 


port was heard and it was seen that 
the gasoline tank had exploded. 


A large portion of the craft was 


torn away by the impact and hurled 
hundreds of feet in all 
directions, 


meanwhile the remainder of the ma- 
chine with its driver wrapped in the 
flames was rapidly falling to earth. 
It struck the ground with great vio- 
lence, and Miller was hurled under 
the motor. His bead was crushed. 


Tender hands pulled him from un- 


der the wreckage, and it was found 
that most of his clothing was burned 
from his body and his features were 
almost unrecognizable. Many bones 
also were broken by the fall. 


The framework of the machine was 


aflame when it struck the earth and 
the fire was extinguished by throw- 
ing dirt upon it. Rapid work by the 
rescuers is said to have saved the 
body of the unfortunate man from 
complete incineration. 


It was Miller's second flight of 


the day and the fifth and last of the 
week. Because of engine trouble he 
did not go into the air Thursday, but 
made a short 
flight shortly 
after 


noon yesterday, when it was seen 
that he was greatly worried because 
of the actions of the craft. 
Toward 


evening when the racing 
program 


had 
been 
completed, the crowds 


sought out the aviator and chided 
him tor not having made a flight 


,nd demanded that he as- 


cend again to make up for the exhibi- 
tion he missed. 


At tirst he stoutly refused, but fi- 


nally, stating that he would not be 
called a coward by anyone, he pre- 
pared to ascend. 


Miller's Strobel biplane was wheel- 


ed from its hangar. He made a care- 
tul inspection of the craft and with 
the aid of his mechanicians wheeled 
it into an open space before the grand 
stand 


While his helpers swung the big 
propellers that started the engine, 
Miller climbed into the seat, seized 
the steering wheel and strapped on 
his gogles. 
"Let her go — I'll be glad when it's 


all over," he shouted back over his 
shouldei. The sentence was scarcely 
audible in the chug of the engine. 
The aeroplane started down the level 
stretch of grass and rose gently from.

We bow to Professor Center 
and will attempt to touch a few of the 
high spots In "The Breeding of Draft Horses 
by the Corn Belt Farmer" in the time*al- 
lotted. 


The draft horse is the logical horse for 


corn bolt conditions. 
The proper tilling of 


the soil, and tl.e scarcity of farm labor re- 
quire power for the large and larger ma- 
chinery devised to perfoim the most work 
Ht the least expense for manual labor per 
acre of ground or bushel of gram. 
This 


evolution of agricultural machinery to the 
large model has been rapid 
and 
wide- 


spreading until in the west powerful tractors 
a.re in common use 
There the climate and 


soil and extent of ground to be co\ere*l point 
to the vise of such massive machinery, but 
In the corn belt, unon tl.e majority of farms, 
and in the general run of seasons, the draft 
horse will prove the most economical source 
of power in producing our crops for some 
time to come. 


In the corn belt we don't breed draft 


horses to cultivate fruit, nor to raise cotton, 
but wheat, corn, oats, clover, alfalfa, the 
very best feeds to develop the draft horse to 
his best estate. It is a weakness of human 
nature to feed mo'-e liberally when you raise 
the feed than when it is brought in over the 
railroad. Draft horses, for their proper de- 
velopment, requiie generous feeding. So that 
nowhere else in all the country are the natu- 
ral conditions for developing the draft horse 
so favorable as 1- the corn belt. 


The custom and tralnin-g of the corn belt 


farmer is to handle stock in bunches. 
The 


kindly disposition of the drafter, his quiet, 
friendly manner, his peaceable ways with 
those of his kind, as well as other kind and 
mankind, enable him to fit in most acceptably 
with the prevailing methods and equipment 
on a corn belt stock farm. As with cattle 
you can double the average bunch of draft 
horses and practcially the only expense you 
have doubled is the expense of feed. 
Here 


is an economic feature which' has conslder- 


I able bearing on the successful contraction or 


expansion of such an enterprise. At home 
we ha\o a two-cent parrot in a $20 cage, 
but a bunch of somewhat valuable draft 
maics went all winter and never saw the 
inside of a barn. 
An hour's chill would do 


up the parrot, but whoever heard of a draft 
horse, that had plenty to eat. freezing to 
death In the corn belt? 
A woodland blue 


grass pasture and grain twice a day, and 
to-day twenty-one coltsi saved out of twenty- 
two foaled, a result due in no small measure 
to abundant out-of-door life and plenty of 
feed.We overlook our hand when we fall to re- 
member that the horse is an out-of-doors 
animal; that the corn belt furnishes a well- 
nigh perennial and salubrious out-of-doors 
for the drafter at a minimum expense per 
head for equipment. There has been, and Is, 
much argument as to whether there exists 
such an animal as a "dual-purpose" animal. 
Permit me to lead forward a corn belt draft 
rnare and mark her for exhibit A. She pro- 
duces the crop wh'.ch sells for cash, and a 
colt which from -weaning time on may be 
transmuted into more coin than the average 
individual offspring of any farm animal at 
the same age. 
Jane produced 51,400 -worth 


of colts and Daisy $900 worth', and performed 
their full share of labor on the crops. Later, 
branded by wire and marked with age, they 
sold for approximately their original cost. 
The depreciation in the power plant of the 
corn belt farmer is at a minimum when the 
units are drafters; ar.d when these units 
are draft mares it Is the only power plant 
I know of that renews itself while producing- 
profitable labor. 


Many corn belt farmers have their own 


good grade draft mares. Jane and Daisy, and 
these mares have been busy. 


The census bulletin shows that in 1900 


Illinois had horses to the value of $69,600,000, 
while in 1910 our horses -were worth $163,000,- 
000. 
Part of this gain may be attributed 


to the increase in value, but not all. 
There 


has been a large increase in the number of 
horses, and it is' safe to say that the In- 


crease has been largely In the draft breeds. 


In this same year. 1910, the Illinois stallion 


registration board issued, up to Oct. 1, 9,370 
licenses. Of this number 3,397 were for pure- 


bred draft stallions—all breeds. An average 
of about thirty-three pure-bred draft stal- 
lions to each county of this, the greatest 
draft horse state in the union. A mighty

The pure-bred drafter on the corn belt farms 


spells better farming, better fencing, prac- 
tical elimination of the barb wire, and ttte 
barbarian scrub, and the maintenance of our 
heritage unimpaired MI the seed bed of the. 
draft horse industry.

Other lands are casting eyes toward the 


United States for breeding stock of the beet 
breeds of cattle. Breeders of dairy en t tie are, 
at <this very time anticipating tht .produc- 
tion In America of the choicest specimens o* 
their favorite breeds. Already We have dls-1 
tanced foreign lands In the production ot 
ideal types of swine. Is It possible that. har. 
Ing drawn to this country for years the high- 
est type and best Individuals of draft horses, 
that the day will not come when the draft 
horse In the splendor of his massive form, 
graceful carriage and symmetrical outline, 
will be sought for in our own country 
by our own breeders and the breeders ot 
foreign countries?

clover, reduces their value and may render 
them almost worthless.

A, difference has been 
found between the different breeds of cows 
In this respect A demand for goafs milh 
based upon so rational a condition and un- 
filled at 25' cents to 50 cents per quart Is 
not going to grow less and ia a good one to 
cater to.

N THE early pioneer days, with the limited 
products of the state, the good housewife 


parched corn, wheat or barle> for coffee, and 
sweetened it with long sweet (molasses) and 
resorted to other expedients to supply the 
family table with necessary foods.

much use for the bank. The banker's field 
was very limited. It was largely the day 
of the Shjlock. With growth of production 
and the building of the railroads, shipping 
facilities were increased for expeditiously 
and cheaply marketing- our products, and 
then came the necessity for banks, which, 
' as mediums of exchange, benefited the farm- 
ers by helping the grain dealer to gather 
grain in quantities sufficient to command a 
foreign market, and the miller to stock Ms 
bins with thousands of bushels of the golden 
giam for future use th-1 his mill might be 
kept running, the packing house to buy 
fatted stock, 'kill the animals and cure the 
meat and find a market for the finished pro- 
duct; all of which requires time and large 
sums of money. 


As the ri\ er is made up of the accumu- 


lated waters of the rivulets, so is the bank 
built up by the gathering in of money from 
many sources which singSj- would be of little 
value. 
The accumulated volume of money 


helps to utilize the smaller things, to meet 
the new conditions and to make the desert 
bloom as a rose. For instance, take the egg 
Industry, the handling of the product of the 
helpful hen; the storing during the summer 
months of thousands of cases for winter use, 
and our expanded dairy interests; the milk 
of the beef steer's sister must be utilized 
and the important creamery interests of the 
state cared for, this great 
industry thus 


making a steady remuneration possible for 
those who produce the eggs and milk into 
butter flt for a king's table. 
This product 


must be stored and in part kept for winter 
use when the supply of eggs and milk is 
lowest. This requires the assistance of the 
banks, and the money of the community, 
which has been placed in the banks, thereby 
It becomes a power for good because it is ac- 
cessible to those who need it to carry on. ^ 
their beneficial pursuits. 


But for the assistance of the banks the 


producer would not have a cash market for 
his product and would have to accept lower 
prices. Large gram growers and cattle feed- 
ers would be at a loss to find money with 
which to make their business a going success 
If there were no banks. The cattle dealer 
might happen to know of 
some wealthy 


friends from whom he could possibly expect 
to borrow money with which to buy feeders, 
Lut he would have to make hib arrangements 
long in advance of his needs, or run the risk 
of suffering disappointment at the important 
moment because his friend's money was all 
out, 
thus perhaps entailing a disastrous loss 


of time and opportunity, and reducing his 
season's net profits, if not destroying them 
altogether. 
But with tho present banking 


system the farmer or cattle man can go to 
his bank and borrow reasonable amounts 
when-he needs to. and in return give the 
best collateral security on earth. 


Now, 
a word about your banker. 
The 


personality of tho banker is an important 
factor in tho influence exerted by him m his 
community. 
My idea Is that ho should be 


the highest type of a man; as full of pa- 
tience as Job; his courage ancl honesty of 
the highest order. 
He must learn to say 


"no" sweetly when his Judgment prompts 
him to do so, and never make a loan simply 
to sot the Interest, preferring not to make it 
at all If he cannot see that it will result ma- 
terially to the welfare of tho borrower. As 
the physician's hand is on the pulse of tho 
patient, so must the banker know the pulsa- 
tions of the financial world, if ho will suc- 
cessfully conduct his bank, and safeguar 
the funds entrusted to his care, and be o 
the fullest use and benefit to his customers 
A well conducted bank does ixot encouragi 
utock "gambling or other speculations, Ini 
fills Its true province by fostering and aldlni,

SAVE THE STRAW 


BY L. F. CHILDERS.

E 


VERY farmer should know that the stem 


or straw that bears his ripened grain 


comes in part from the black vegetable mold 
in the soil, and that the black or brown 
color of -I'-o soil is a good index of its power 
to grow crops. This discoloration Is caused 
by the annual growth and decay of wild 
plants long before civilization began. There- 
fore, any system of fanning -which reduces 
this quantity of vegetable mold or prevents 
its further accumulation will resulLin dimin- 
ishing- yields. 


"VThat consideration, then, shall be given 


the excess straw and stubble In our fields? 
Let us give the question some serious con- 
sideration. 
In the first place, this straw 


contains the element of nitrogen, which is 
necessary for plant growth, but it is in an 
unavailable form. Its decay, however, gives 
rise, through bacterial action, to a form of 
nitrogen useful or available to plants. 
Sup- 


pose this straw7 to be burned or otherw ise 
destroyed each year, what will be the ulti- 
mate result? Reasoning It out as follows we 
find that 
it requires approximately two 


pounds of nitrogen to produce a bushel of 
wheat, or one pound for each bushel of oats 
with the necessary straw for each. A flfty- 
bushel crop of wheat or 100 bushels of oats 
will require 100 pounds of nitrogen. 
The 


a\ erage amount of nitrogen in the soils of 
this state will run from 2,000 to 5,000 pounds 
per acre foot. It is estimated that by av- 
erage methods of cultivation 2 per cent of 
this nitrogen will be made available for 
plant food, as all nitrogen cannot be used by 
plants 
This will mean from 40 to 100 pounds 


of nitrogen food per year, which would be 
a total loss to the soil when the grain is re- 
moved and the straw burned. In our best 
soils this would be a 1,000 pounds loss in ten 
j ears (one-fifth of the original amount pres- 
ent), 
or a decrease of ten bushels of wheat, 


a bushel of wheat per year. What farmer 
can withstand such a loss? 


Disking in the stubble after harvest will 


.pproxlmately save 25 per cent of the nitro- 
gen after wheat and 33 per cent after oats. 
The presence of this straw under favorable 
conditions, will enable the nitrogen-fixing 
mcteria of the soil to manufacture a. further 
qauntity of nitrogen food from 
the 
air. 


Sence on one hand we have a destructive 
method and on. the other a legitimate and 
worthy system of farming. 


FIRST AGRICULTURAL TEST

HE Bible is a great book of agriculture. 


It tells us that farming was the first 


industry that was of divine appointment. It 
came along with the command of the Lord 
as to marriage and the Sabbath. The first 
farmer was Adam, who was put in the Gar- 
den of Eden "to dress and keep it." 
The 


first agricultural college was In Eden with 
God as the teacher and Adam as the pupil. 
The Bible abounds with references to agri- 
culture. Most of the great characters of the 
Bible lived in the country. They were tillers 
of the soil, shepherds, herdsmen, vine dressers 
—Abraham, Jacob, Moses, David, Hosea and 
many others. Our Lord's life and teaching 
were largely in the open air of the country. 
Many of His illustrations of truth were from 
farm life. He talked of 
plowing, sowing, 


harvesting, vine dressing ana shepherding. 
He has parables of the husbandman and 
laborers, of the sower, of the evolution of the 
seed into the blade, ear and full corn, of the 
final harvest with the angel reapers. 


The Book of Ruth is a charming story and 


one of the finest of biblical Idyls; the charm 
of the heroine has put In the background the 
hero, who was the farmer Boaz. A study of 
his life is suggestive. We mark his Industry. 
While he was a rich man, he was not an 
absentee landlord, but was in dally touch 
with the work of his farm. Boaz the farmer 
was a courteous gentleman, like many high- 
minded men of the plow that all of us have 
known. His kindly relation to the men he 
employed was shown by eating with them in 
the harvest field and lodging among the 
sacks of grain. He treated w!th respect th 
humblest people and did not demand from 
them servile homage. This countryman, with 
his plain, honest living and courtly conduct, 
gave the best answ er to those who talk 
sneeringly of boorish country manners. Boaz 
was a. philanthropist. 
He was kind to the 


poor and showed special care for the needy 
women who came to glean after the reapers 
In his fields. He protected them from the 
insolence of coarse men and planned for gen- 
erous gleanings. 
He represented our ad- 


vanced philanthropy that says the best help 
Is self-help, and that what poor people need 
most Is "not alms but a friend." The crown 
of his character was his religion. Instead of 
the coarse, profane abuse given by some em- 
ployers and masters, he greeted his men in 
he harvest field with "The Lord be with ' 
:hee," and there came the answer, "The 
T.ord bless thee." 


AGE IN BULLS 
I 


F THE bull Is properly taken care of, pro- 
viding he is healthy and sound constitu- 


tionally, he ought to be In better condition 
and ought to be more vigorous at 4 years of 
age than he is at 1 -ear or 18 months. Many 
a bull has lived to te 10 or 12 or 16 years of 
age and was vigorous during- his ^ntlre life. 
Some of the best bulls of every breed have 
lived to be of that age. As a- matter of fact, 
you do not know the value of a bull until he 
is 4 years old. 
There is no way of Judging 


accurately the value of a dairy sire until 
his heifers mature as cows. That -would be 
when they are 2 years old, and this will 
make the bull 4 years old. 


A man would be foolish indeed, after he 


had paid a good price for a. promising sire, a 
good individual, and one well bred, to dis- 
pose of him before his heifers became cows, 
because that Is the only accurate way in 
which you can Judge the bull. We -want in- 
dividuality, we want performance in ances- 
try or a good pedigree, but above all we 
want a sire that will transmit these desirable 
qualities to his female offspring, and how 
can we tell about this until the heifers are 
old enough so that we can Judge them at 
the milk pail. 
Therefore, 
no 
promising 


dairy sire ought to be disposed 
of until 


after he Is 4 years old. Then, if he does not 
prove to be what one desires, the sooner he 
Is disposed of the better. On the other hand, 
if he does prove to be a valuable sire the 
longer you can keep him the better for your 
herd.

If It ia in the 


DAIRY COW PROFITS

HE dairy cow yields quick returns, the 


feed given her being returned the fol- 


lowing day in the form of milk to be mar- 
keted at once. The profits from a properly 
handled dairy cow are regular. It ia a false 
Impression to suggest that a dairy cow re- 
quires a great deal of expensive feed not 
grown on the farm. On the other hand, tho 
following dalH ration, grown entirely on the 
farm, is most excellent: alfalfa or cowpea 
hay, 12 pounds; silage, 30 pounds; cornrneal, 
5 pounds; ground oats, 2 pounds. 
Or wo 


might use one of tho following rations: 10 
pounds alfalfa or cowpea hay, 30 pounds 
silage, 4 pounds cornmeal, 1 pound cottonseed 
meal, 2 pounds wheat bran. Or, corn and cob 
meal. 10 pounds; cottonseed meal, 1 pound; 
clover hay, 20 pounds. These are not by any 
means the only good rations that wo might 
use, at the same time growing nearly all of 
our feed on the farm. 


A ready market Is always found for milk, 


butter and sweet or sour cream. If it Ig not 
com'enlent to ship daily, we would advise 
crenm production, and with still poorer mar- 
ket facilities, butter making?- 
The sklmmllk 


produced is one of the best feeds possible to 
give to STQwlng 
fir. calve*. 


THE FARM HOME

AGRICULTURAL papers and periodicals 
•*-*• of all kinds have been writing at great 
"ength on the subject, "Why the Boya and 
3irls Leave the Farm." They generally con- 
vey the idea that the prime reasons for the 
farm boy or girl going to the city are the long 
hours of toil on the farm and the attrac- 
tion of the glare and glitter of the city. If 
they are right in assuming these conditions 
to be responsible for the boy or girl leaving 
the farm, tho surroundings on tha farm 
should be made to approach the attractions 
of the city. 


Make tho farm worth while. 
There are 


many things that are not' of an expensive 
nature which can be done that would add to 
the attraction and comfort of the farm. A 
fow trees planted about the farm, well kept 
fence rows, good fences, an attractive drive 
to the house and around the farm buildings, 
flower gardens, a tennis court and many 
other things of like nature can be dono to 
beautify and makexmoro comfortable tho sur- 
roundings of the J'oung. 


A beautiful, well-kept farm always de- 


mands enough greater prico when on tho 
market, to more than repay tho extra ex- 
pense necessary for such improvements. 


I do not believe that tho average farm 


boy shriks from farm labor, but that tho 
monotony Is too great for him. Give him an 
Interest In the affairs of tho farm. 
Give 


them tho opportunity of the city boy, or girl, 
and they will bo more content. The young 
in the city are not as content as they appear. 


A piano In a farm home i«: as essential 


as In the city home; It adds to the attrac- 
tions of the homo, and the boy look? forward 
with much pleasure to the hours after sup- 
per, when th« day's work Is donp.-for the 
fireside pleasures, and he feels that life Js 
not one continuous round of toll ancl clrudg- 


SELECTING THE RAM 
IN THE selection of a ram. two factors are 


very essential—individual merit and breed- 


ing. A pure-bred ram is far more valuable 
than one that is not, because you have an 
assurance that his ancestors were good ani- 
mals and of pure blood of whatever breed 
you may be buying, and blood will tell In its 
reproduction. 
"We have seen extra good in- 


dividual animals whose breeding was of 
mixed and uncertain character and when 
such rams were used the characteristics of 
those Inferior ancestors made their appear- 
ance In the progeny of such rams, and tho 
latter lacked that prepotent power of repro- 
ducing their own excellencies in their lambs. 


On the other hand. Individual merit is 


essential in a pure-bred animal, especially 
should any 
marked defects 
ba 
guarded 


against, if that defect be one of inheritance; 
for such defect, if It has been very notice- 
able in his ancestors, will be liable to repro- 
duce as well as the good qualities, while 
perfection cannot be attained, yet Judgment 
In selection, governed by the character of 
the ewes to be bred and the purpose of the 
breeding, can secure a ram with pronounced 
characteristics that are especially desired in 
the produce, and thus secure improvement. 
And with an average lot of ewes, a ram of 
strong breeding will impress his own good 
qualities upon his produce; while, if his own 
faults are not those of the ewes, the latter 
will be able to overcome his defects to a no- 
ticeable extent in tho produce, and thus pro- 
duce improvement.

are several reasons why the Ideal 


pasture contains a number of different 


grasses. One of the principal reasons Is that 
different grasses have 
different 
growing 


habits and behave differently under varying 
soil and climatic conditions. 
To Illustrate: 


Red top la usually desirable as a grass for 
the pasture mixture because it grows when 
the soli may be too damp for the normal 
growth of other grasses. 
Bromus inermis 


(brome grass) has the special 
merit of 


growing when the temperatures are too low 
for the growth 
of 
the ordinary 
pasture 


grasses. 
Its ability to grow during cold 


weather is so marked that the grass makes 
rapif 
growth 
ten 
days 
and 
sometimes 


twenty days before the ordinary pasture 
grass commences growth in. the spring. To 
a certain extent the same characteristic la 
displayed during the cold weather of the au- 
tumn, the brome grass growing frequently 
for three or four weeks after 
the 
other 


grasse/g have ceased to grow. 


The ability of brome grass to grow at low 


temperatures la particularly Important in a 
spring like that of 1911 when the weather 
is abnormally cold. The general growth of 
the pasture grasses throughout the Snaka 
River valley has been seriously 
retarded 


during the present spring by cold weather. 
Where brome grass is grown, however, its 
ability to withstand low temperatures has 
greatly reduced the seriousness of the cold 
weather conditions. 


At the Goodlng substation 
In 
Lincoln 


county, where the elevation is 3,600 feet, the 
Idaho experiment station is testing bromus 
inermis In comparison with six other pasture 
grasses. In the spring of 1910 and again In 
the spring of 1911 the brome grass com- 
menced growth from ten days to three w»eks 
earlier than any of the other grasses 
Its 


early growth was ao comparatively abund- 
ant that a large amount of pasture was 
furnished by this particular grass long be- 
fore any of the other grasses were In a con- 
dition to be pastured at all. 


The brome grass is not BO nutritious nor 


BO well relished by live stock generally as 
is Kentucky bluegrass or some other pasture 
plants, but yet it is readily eaten by cows. 


horses and sheep. 
While its feed value 1« 


not as high" as some other grasses Its ability 
to grow in low temperatures makes It a very 
desirable constituent 
of pastures 
In the 


Snake River valley. 


It produces an abundant growth of forage 


with a very high percentage of leaves to 
stalks./ The yields of seven grasses under 
test at Gooding in 1910 are here given:

WATERING 
THE DUCKS 


A 


LL farmers who raise ducks or geese 
should have some long water troughs 


made of one-inch boards which have been 
made 
absolutely 
water 
tight 
by 
being 


dressed Inside with boiling pitch. 
These 


troughs are then more durable and 
much 


less expensive than metal ones, and ara 
much lighter to carry around. The trough* 
should not be left where the fattening birds 
can get to them, as they should have water 
twice a day only—before breakfast and when 
they have their grain feed at night; other- 
wise they will not get the full benefit of tbeli 
food. A trough of sharp grit should be kept 
near the geese all the time, and the birds 
should have a liberal bedding of cut straw 
on the floor of their house, and should nol 
be shut up In the dark, for so doing cause* 
them to lose interest in life at a time when 
they should be tempted to eat all they pos- 
sibly can.

Liner Was Hurried Back Without Un- 


loading Somo of Her Cargo—Dock 


v Strike In England Had Delayed Her 


Sailing. 


On her last trip out from New York 


the liner Lusitania broke the famous 
record of her sister ship, the Maure- 
tania, which lu tho rush last Decem- 
ber to land her Christmas mails in 
England hi time was unloaded, loaded 
and coaled and steamed away from 
the New York port within thirty-eight 
hours of her arrival. The work of get- 
ting the Lusitania into port and away 
again was accomplished in thirty-two 
hours and ten minutes. 


Tho reason for all this haste is that 


the Lusitauia haQ been thrown off her 
Bchodulc by labor troubles on the other 
side, and it was necessary for her to 
catch up with her sailing dates to 
bring home the host of Americans 
who had booked their return trip on 
her. 
* 


The Lusitania brought 1,019 passen- 


gers, and it took several hours before 
the baggage of the last of these had 
been removed to the pier-and her steer- 
age passengers transported to Ellis 
island. As soon as this was done the 
807 stewards fell to work putting 
things shipshape. 
They had to clean 


000 rooms and scrub several miles of 
alleyways and many foot of stairs 
In the engine room the force began ai 
once to tune up engines and get ready 
for the run to Liverpool. 


As soon as possible the big Lusitanii 


•was breasted off from her pier and the 
coal barges sent alongside.

worked four on each side.
